WEEKENDER PEOPLE 


AS the new vicar at the Minster in llminster. Reverend 
Nigel Done has had a lot to settle into to since his ar¬ 
rival at the end of November 2012, taking on a new 
parish at one of the busiest times in the church calen¬ 
dar. 

He grew up as a member of a village church and sung 
in the choir. Previously he was from the Hardington 
Vale benefice. 

The six-feet-three father of four just manages to 
stand up straight in the Minster Room offices. He is a 
keen cyclist and an artist who believes in connecting 
the mundane parts of life into the bigger picture and 
affirming the good to validate people's lives. 

The Reverend Done liked the idea that, in llminster, 
there was already a strong connection between the 
church and the wider community to expand upon and 
has introduced a pet service in the churchyard and a 
Palm Sunday parade. 

He looks forward to working more with the schools, 
youth workers and community groups such as the the 
British Legion. 


• DID you always want to be a vicar? 

At an early age I did feel I fitted in church 
but I went to university and did envi¬ 
ronmental science, I worked for the 
agricultural and environmental 
agency ADAS and survey all the 
land around llminster. It contin- 
ued to niggle at me that my 
calling was really the church 
and the more I looked into it, 
the more it excited me. 

• HAVE you always cycled? 

I used to pootle about when I 
was younger but didn't really 
get into it until my mid 30s when 
I realised one day I wasn't doing 
any thing physical. I was preparing 
for marriage a guy who was a cham- 
pion mountain biker and we got talking 
about cycling. He coached me into buying a 
road bike and that was it. 

• WHAT would you like to have on your deserted is¬ 
land? 

A sketch book and paints, a road a bike and my Bible, 
pretty much my three passions in life 

• IS paitning a hobby? 

I am an artist and haven't painted since I've been here, my 
boys keep asking when I am going to because they know 
it's good for me. I have had several sell out exhibitions. My 
work is based on narratives which come out of the land¬ 
scape where I am living and working and has become a 
place where I work out my theology. 

• WHICH artists have influenced you? 

The Cornish artists, Nicholson and Patrick Heron alerted 
me to 20th century art and made me see other possibili¬ 
ties , then there was Samuel Plamer and Stanley Spencer 
but also a professor of painting at the RA,Norman Adams 
who is not terribly well known but I saw him in his studio 
and he was a big influence. 

• WHAT music do you like? 

I have a 15 year old daughter who is very into her music 
and is introducing me to new stuff, we are going to the 
end of the road festival and we've been to Glastonbury. I 
enjoy all live music, I like the jazz up at the Meeting House 
and the classical singing we have had in the Minster too. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled ambitions? 

I always wanted to go 100 miles in five hours. I have done

There is a lot of travelling I'd 
like to do, New York and Paris to 
see the art.

who would you choose? 

• I have always thought Martin 
Luther King must have had an 
incredibly steely presence to do 
what he did, and Nelson Man¬ 
dela or Ghandi , those sort of 
people who have taken on big 
fights and managed to hold on to 
the love when all are calling for war, 
offering their own stillness and steadi- 
i ness of purpose. 

• ARE you a foodie? 

I enjoy cooking and do enjoy a good curry. I went 
to southern India and discovered the food was totally de¬ 
licious and mainly vegetarian, there's nothing like it here. 
I like growing my own veg and at least having fresh herbs 
and a bit of salad. My wife Dominique makes a cracking 
good homemade pizza. 

• IF you could time travel where would you go? 

I really like the Edwardian period, the architecture and 
gardens and the arts and crafts movement. I would have 
loved to have seen how the Edwin Lutyens houses were 
being received and perceived. 

• WHAT do you read? 

In terms of theology I like Richard Rohr and Thomas Mer¬ 
ton,! like the mystics and to link in to finding and main¬ 
taining a pattern of prayer and stillness which can hold 
the tension between the pressures of being a human and 
a relationship with God.

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Residents to benefit from new surgery

CREWKERNE residents who remember 
the dark interior of the former West One 
youth and community building will find 
the interior completely transformed in its 
new incarnation as West One Surgery, 
which will house the practice of Dr Mike 
Osborne currently at South Street. 

The new surgery will open to patients 
on Monday, August 19th but the practice 
team were given a preview of their 
bright new space on Tuesday and were 
very pleased with the work of the con¬ 
tractors. 

The building is now much brighter and 
the internal structure has been com¬ 
pletely rebuilt and secured from damp, 
but still retains features of the original 
19th century school building. 

The reception area is roomy with a 
large desk. Outside, the mosaic created 
by the youth club on the West Street side 
has been carefully preserved and Dr Os¬ 
borne is keen to have photographs of it 
duplicated to hang inside. 

The bell tower has been rebuilt and a 
new set of wooden doors put in place to 
be in keeping with the original character 
and the almshouses opposite. 

The main hall has been divided up and 
there are five consulting rooms, plus a 
treatment room together with other ancil-

lary and administration rooms and a staff 
room. 

Doctor Osborne’spractice opened in 
November 1998 to provide a different 
style of service to that already offered in 
the town, in what was deemed a tempo¬ 
rary building. 

He now has 1,350 patients as a solo GP 
practitioner with a particular interest in 
homeopathic medicine, which he hopes 
to develop further in the new surgery. Dr 
Osborne is now being joined by Dr Chris 
Wachsmuth and an additional female 
doctor in the near future. 

In addition to the usual NHS services, 
it is intended for the other rooms in the 
new surgery to be offered to other health- 
related professionals and the waiting 
room area for health-related talks and 
evening classes out of hours, once Health 
Authority approval has been granted. 

Dr Osborne also has a special interest 
in minor surgery which could not be pur¬ 
sued in the old facility. The new, larger 
premises will allow the opportunity to 
provide a wider service to patients in this 
field. Both practice nurses Pat Osborne 
and Barbara Woodward have been 
trained in Bowen therapy. Patients who

have received this treatment have found it highly bene¬ 
ficial and wish to see an ongoing provision, which is not 
available with NHS, and it is hoped this will continue 
at the new practice. 

The repeat prescription service will also be upgraded, 
making it possible to order by phone from 8.30am or 
online at any time. 

The staff will be wearing custom designer uniforms

testors made their point 
outside the station office 
last Friday. 

Reporting to Crewkerne 
Town Council on the 
protest, which was organ¬ 
ised by the union that pro¬ 
tects the booking office 
staff, Somerset County 
Councillor John Dyke said 
he had attended along with 
district councillor Cathy 
Bake well, Mayor Robin 
Pailthorpe and John and 
Gail Coleshill from the 
Friends of Crewkerne Sta¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Dyke said 
that this was a different sit¬ 
uation from the last closure 
threat, which had been 
from the train operators 
themelves. 

This time the concern 
had arisen after the inde¬ 
pendent McNulty report to 
the government suggested 
that, when a franchise 
came up for renewal, effi¬ 


ciency measures such as 
running stations without 
booking offices or with re¬ 
duced hours was a finan¬ 
cial gain. 

Councillor Dyke pointed 
out that the hours had al¬ 
ready been reduced at the 
Crewkerne office but the 
customer service was ex¬ 
emplary. He added that 
this was a warning of the 
early stages of what could 
happen and that MP David 
Laws said he would write 
to the relevant department, 
once he had researched the 
issue. 

He added: “The booking 
office staff at the station 
have over the years been 
extremely helpful in point¬ 
ing customers in the right 
direction of getting the 
best possible fare. 

“The internet or a ticket 
machine does not do this. 
On the contrary it max¬ 
imises profits to the train 


operating companies . 

Councillor Pailthorpe 
commented: “The waiting 
room and the station toilets 
were conditional on the 
booking office remaining 
open. Additionally, as a 
local community we want 
to encourage people to 
travel by train. 

“Booking office closure 
will discourage many peo¬ 
ple from so doing”

The two portraits, consigned for sale from a West 
Country family with historical Royalist associations, 
depict King Charles I and his son, later King Charles 
II. Each is a good quality copy of a famous original. 
"The portrait of King Charles is derived from a work 
by Sir Anthony Van Dyck," explains Lawrences' pic¬ 
ture specialist, Richard Kay. "Van Dyck painted the 
King many times after being appointed 'Principal 
Painter in Ordinary' in 1632. The King awarded him 
a house and did all that he could to ensure that Van 
Dyck would be able to produce extremely elegant 
and flattering portraits of all the members of the 
Royal Family.This portrait, showing the King wearing 
his Garter Star, is copied from an original painted in 
the mid-1630's. We expect it to make £2000-3000." 

The other portrait depicts the future King Charles 
II at the age of eighteen. "He did not become King 
until 1660 following the dissolution of the Common¬ 
wealth era under Cromwell,"says Richard. "This por¬ 
trait shows the prince, who was considered to be 
handsome and blessed with an appealing character, 
during his time in France when he feared for his life 
during the Civil War.The original, painted by Adriaen 
Hanneman in 1648, has now been lost so this image 
is an interesting record of the prince in his youth. 
Hanneman was probably an assistant to Van Dyck in 
London, so the two artists have a connection with 
each other in addition to the obvious link between 
the sitters. We hope that this portrait will make 
£1200-1800. Hung side by side, they offer a fascinat¬ 
ing glimpse into a turbulent period in British history 
for Charles I has the look of quiet confidence that 
was to be his eventual downfall whilst his son has 
the troubled appearance of a prince forced into exile 
by a rebellious army."The pictures will be sold in the 
firm's October auction, entries for which are invited 
until late August.

SOMERSET Art Works has unveiled 
the names of the three renowned 
makers in stone, wood and leather 
who will join willow artist Laura Ellen 
Bacon and paper artist Maeve Clancy

-6th October 2013. 

Stone calligrapher Thomas Apple- 
ton, woodworker Gary Alison and 
leather artist Laura Youngson Coll will 
team up with local suppliers Harvey 
Stone Quarry and Stonemasons, 
wood suppliers Yandles of Martock 
and glove manufacturers Burfield and 
Co. 

A trained craftsman and Yeoman 
Mason, Thomas Appleton uses her¬ 
itage skills and tools that haven't 
changed since Roman times 

to document, comment on and cel¬ 
ebrate modern life. Thomas says of his 
work: "It's the closest we can get to 
immortality; let's enjoy it while we're 
alive." 

Gary Alison's wood commission will 
involve the use of digital milling ma¬ 
chinery. "My innovation is to generate 
solutions that are born out of a par¬ 
ticular place," he comments on his 
website. "The materials and tech¬ 
niques used to create work are inten¬ 
tionally kept simple in order to 


maintain the emphasis on the idea." 

A graduate of the Royal College of 
Art, Laura Youngson Coil's work is in¬ 
formed by years of training in hand 
crafted leatherwork. "My knowledge 
of leather has resulted from a very 
empirical process of learning," she 
states."In some respects this is symp¬ 
tomatic of the nature of the work; an 
interchange of old and new tech¬ 
niques utilised in contemporary de¬ 
sign." 

The additional 'Treasures of Somer¬ 
set' programme will feature a selec¬ 
tion of six local makers in order to 
highlight the vitality and wealth of 
craft practitioners whose work in not 
always seen locally.

Will Help to Buy only help push up prices?

FITCH Ratings has stated 
that the help to buy ini¬ 
tiative will lead to an ar¬ 
tificial housing bubble. 
They reason that by giv¬ 
ing buyers a higher pur¬ 
chasing power the 
shortage of homes will 
mean that demand will 
exceed supply and that 
will drive up house 
prices. The scheme is for 
a fixed 3 year period and 
at the end of that time 
Fitch predict that buyer 
demand will go down 
again - and so will prices. 
David Smith, Economics 
Editor of The Sunday 
Times, argues the re¬ 
verse. If the government 
want more houseing 
stock then housebuilders 
need to be encouraged 
to build them. Helping 
buyers to buy stimulates 
builders to build. Putting 
an incentive on the de¬ 
mand side is what is 
adding the stimulus on 
the supply side. 

Speaking to individuals 
who are using the new

OBITUARY 

NORTH PERROTT'S Olympic fencer, Bill 
Hoskyns, has died at the age of 82. 

Bill's fencing career was long and proud. 
He was the first British member of the elite 
club of athletes to compete in six Olympic 
Games (1956-1976), later joined by Tessa 
Sanderson and more recently by eques¬ 
trian Mary King and archer Alison 
Williamson. 

He was the World Champion in Epee in 
1958, competing in a total of seven world 
championships from 1955-1967, and won 
a record aggregate of nine golds in the 
Commonwealth Games in both epee and 
sabre, although had to settle for silver in 
foil. 

He was the last British Fencer to win a 
medal in fencing at an Olympic Games 
when he won silver in Tokyo in 1964, fol¬ 
lowing on from his team silver in Rome in 
1960. 

In the British Championships he was the 
most successful fencer ever, with 21 
medals and eight times champion includ¬ 
ing winner of the British epee title four 
times (also runner-up four times and third 
twice), he won the foil title three times 


(also runner-up three times and third 
twice) and the sabre title once (also run¬ 
ner-up and third once) making him only 
the second man to win all three champi¬ 
onships. 

This is an achievement unlikely to be 
equalled - he therefore may undoubtedly 
claim to be Britain's most successful fencer 
ever in all three weapons. 

As a Major in the Army, he was inter-ser¬ 
vices champion at all three weapons in the 
same year, 1964. 

He had extraordinary timing and could 
put his opponents under continuous pres¬ 
sure so as to induce them to attack at the 
moment of his choosing, when he dis¬ 
played an uncanny ability to pick up his 
opponent's blade at the very last moment. 

His nonchalantly elegant style gave him 
a gentleman-amateur image that was 
much admired. 

Watching him in action, one American 
opponent said simply, "Suave - so suave, 
it's painful." 

He finished his international career by 
winning the Duren epee tournament in 
1973 and 1974 and coming second in Oslo 
in 1978 at the age of 47. 

Twenty years later, he won a bronze 


medal at the Millennium Veterans' world 
championships in 1998. 

Bill was appointed MBE and a Vice Pres¬ 
ident of British Fencing and was recently 
elected to the FIE Centennial Hall of Fame. 

He continued to support fencing and 
nothing would have given him more 
pleasure than another British Olympic 
fencing medal winner. 

There is an Open UK fencing Competi¬ 
tion named after him, now in its ninth 
year. 

Bill was thrilled to be invited to be on 
stage for the closing ceremony of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Games but sadly could not at¬ 
tend due to his failing health.
